NOT A COSTLY BUSINESS. 

It was stated in one of the papers that morn- 
ing that the town-planning movoment would 
cause heavy expenditure. at was a fallacy. 
The idea was that provision should be made for 
the future, with the minimum of expenditure, 
so that houses should not be erected which 
would have to be pulled down later on. Town- 
planning was for the future development of a 
city so that nothing should be done haphazard. 
He believed that bundreds of thousands of 
pounds could be saved by laying down a line of 
rational \own-gianeang now, and working along 
that line in future improvements. Let them 
not regard town-planning as the forerunner of 
lavish expenditure, but rather as the means of 
avoiding wasteful expenditure. (Hear, near.) 
Dublin was a very beautiful city, and it had fine 
architectural traditions. He knew of no way 
in which a émall amount of expenditure could 
be made to produce so much satisfaction, 
and such a vast degree of pleasure to the people 
living in a city, as that by which the eity was 
made beautiful...

SIR WILLIAM BYRNE.

The capture of Monastir by the Allied Army 
operating from the Salonika base gives, writes 
the ‘Military Correspondent of the Daily Tée- 
yraph, & tangible result to the sacrifices which 
the Hatente Powers have maile in this region. 
It restores the centre of an important villayet

zeal and confidence. As a. political stroke for 
raising the moral of the Serbian contingent, 
upholding the Slav cause in Macedonia, and 
over-awing the hostile population thereabouts, 
the victory is significant, The mability of the 
Germanic league to defénd Monastir will as- 
suredly lower its credit with -the Bulgarians. On 
the other side of the account it must be pe. 
membered that the Bulgarians also attach ex- 
traordinary importance to the possession of the 
city, amd even more to — the possession of 
Ochrida, which lies but a score of miles to the 
north of it, and which is seriously menaced by 
its fall. In proportion as the Serbians, are en- 
couraged by this event, the Bulgarians will be 
given a motive for more vigorous action. The 
enmity of the Bulgarians is directed not against 
Britain and France, but against Serbia. From 
& purely military point of view the capture has 
some importance. It separiites still further the 
two hostile wings in this theatre. and renders 
less probable and more difficnili, any atiempt by 
any section of Greeks to molest th seaward 
communications of the Allies. Monastir has of 
late years been regarded as the capital of Mace- 
donja, and from it radiate the main roads to 
Prilepe, Florina, and Tetova. The plain cf 
Monastir will undoubtedly prove a useful ac- 
quisition during the winter. The lines, which 
have. been capiured after prolonged fighting, 
were strong, and were selected by Marshal wor 
Mackensen for the defence of Monastir The 
collapse of the defence attests the exhaustion of 
the Bulgarian forces. :

THE DUBLIN SCHOOL OF MEDICINE. 

lt might be urged that there could not be 
much the matter with a school that turned out 
such men as these. He was willing to concede 
that there was not much the matter with the 
men, but it might be character more than 
teaching which put them in the positions they 
held, and he would be rash, indeed, who would 
claim that the Dublin School of Medicine, or 
any other school, was so efficient that it could 
in no wise be improved. The Dublin School 
was, and always had been, a great school, and 
in Ireland they were justly, not to say in- 
ordinately proud of it. ere was a time 
when the Dublin School was the very centre 
of medical learning: the question was, where 
did they stand to-day? It must be admitted 
that their former glory had departed. The 
reasons for the decline were manifold. The 
spread of knowledge, the fact that in all coun- 
tries great men appeared in waves would occur 
to all, but there were two reasons which were 
m a measure peculiar to themselves; one was 
the besetting sin of Irishmen who stayed at 
home, of dwelling for ever on the glories of the 
past, and the other was the poverty of most 
cf their great teaching institutions. Learning, 
specialisation, and resea were nowadays a 
matter of money, and they. must needs foliow 
now, because they could not afford even to try 
and lead the way. Of the many s taught 
by the war; certainly the most practical was 
the importance of organisation and combina- 
tion before they could expect to make any real 
progress; but another lesson, equally obvious, 
was that when money was required to meet a 
rea] human necessity, money could usually be 
found. Meantime it was their business to de- 
monstrate the necessity in the hope that some- 
time, and somehow, means might be found to 
supply the need. 


PROBLEMS TO BE SOLVED AT HOME. 

In conclusion, he said the whole world knew 
what immunologists had done in this war alone 
in the prevention of typhoid and dysentery. 
How much more could be done in solving their 
own more immediate problems at home in fight- 
ing tubercle, sypMilis, and typhus fever? There 
was a Government inquiry at work on the 
causation and spread of tuberculosis, and valu- 
able work was at last being done in their own 
laboratories in connection with the disease. 
There was another Commission on venereal 
diseases, but these efforts were sporadic and 
temporary to meet a genera] outcry, and were 
introduced with a flourish of trumpets. Who 
was working at typhus, or scarlatina, or that 
rag-bag of infections called rheumatism, or even 
summer diarrh@a? Zoologists and bacteriolo- 
gista were busy at the College of Science, and 
the Royal Veterinary Collegé were workin 
out the problems of diseases in plants an 
animals while they were standing still. It was 
not in Ireland, but i the Lister Institute, that 
4 young Iáwihwofhal was studying the problem 
of typhus fever, while a co-workcr had been 
able to. show what was probably the organism 
of scarlatina. (Applause.) Outside the Govern- 
ment subsidised Commission on Tuberculosis, 
there was no research in human bacteriology 
being done in Dublin at all, and none had been 
done for generations. This was because they 
could not afford it. The few who had the 
ability to direct and control research had to 
spend their lives and grow old doing the hum- 
drum work which ought to be done by asaist- 
ants, while work that might benefit all man- 
kind must be left undone because it did not 
pay to do it. Their schools and laboratories 
were paralysed for want of properly paid 
assistants, their hospitals were floundering in a 
morass of debt and overdrawn accounts, and 
their poor were still living in festering tene- 
Was it too 
much to expect of a grateful country that, 
when this ghastly war was over, she would 
make some effort to help these ple, some 
effort to help the schools and hospitals from 
which she had received so much, and should 
let such help be a monument to the memory 
of the men who had given so much, and were 
ready to surrender all in her defence? (Ap- 
plause.) 

Professor Lindsay, M.D., Belfast, moved 
that the best thanks of the meeting be con- 
veyed to Dr. Boxwell for his address. The 
address to which they had listened had been 
marked by clear thinking, fertile suggestion, 
and trenchant criticism.: The science of medi- 
cine and surgery would never stand still, It

The Waugh Mission.—The mission which Rev. 
Thomas Waugh is conducting in the Rathmines 
and Rathgar Methodist Churches is attracting 
much attention, the various Services being at- 
tended by crowded sa tions.

Waugh preached on the subject, “ Divine 
Sonship: a Solvent of Christian Problems.”’
